Citizens Find No Trace of 
Assailant Who Disappears 
in the Woods. 





A series of almost nightly highway 
robberies culminating in the shooting 
of Mrs. Kate Lenson Fogarty in Ma- 
plewood, St. Louis County, has s0 
aroused the citizens of that suburb and 
the adjoining town of Greenwood that 
shotgun patrols are being formed to 
prevent further depredations. A _ vig- 


lance committee has already been 
formed in Greenwood,“ where citizens 
take turns in doing guard duty, heav- 
ily armed. 

Mrs. Fogarty had just corne from Chi- 
cago, where she has lived since her 
marriage four months ago. After call- 
ing on friends in Greenwood, she start- 
ed to her former home at 701 Tuxedo 
boulevard, Tuxedo Park. 

. She was walking through Maplewood 
north on Sutton avenue, near Elm ave- 
nue, at 8:30 p. m. when she was at- 
tacked. 

On a Busy Thoroughfare. 

In the moonlight she saw a man walk- 
ing leisurely toward her from the op- 
posite direction. Apparently, he was 

paying no attention to her and she had

‘wood and she had met several pedes- 
4trians on the way. 

“The man made no suspicious move 


a “@ntil he was within a few feet of Mrs. 


- Then he suddenly sprang 
forward and thrust out his right hand 
in which he held what appeared to be 
& parcel. 

“Throw up your hands,” he said. 
Mrs. Fogarty’s arms were filled with 
bundles. Instead of obeying the com- 
mand she jumped backward and 
screamed. 

Disappears in Timber, 

The man fired four shots. One of the 
revolver bullets entered Mrs. Fogarty’s' 
fight thigh. She screamed again several 
times and ran into the yard of E. L. 
Steward's residence at 3114 Sutton ave- 
nuc. The man jumped down an embank- 
‘Ment, ran across the street and disap- 
peared in a clump of thick timber. . 

Peter Clark. of 3719 Oxford avenue, 
who had passed Mrs. Fogarty a few 
minutes vefore and who had met the 
highwayman, was the first to reach the 
‘Wounded woman. Other citizens, at- 
tracted by the shots, helped him to car- 
ry her into a nearby residence, where 
she was treated by Dr. Townsend. 

In the wound and evidently carried 
thefe by the bullet he found a strip of 
blue gingham, half an inch wide and 

three inches long. : 

This was not any portion of Mrs, Fo- 
garty's clothing. She believes that it 
was used by the highwayman to con- 
ce-i his revolver in the same way that 
a handkerchief was used by Czolgosz 
when he shot President McKinley. This, 
. ghe thinks, accounts for the fact that 
she saw no revolver and had the im- 
pression that the object In the high- 
Wayman's hand was 4 small bundle. 

Citizens of Maplewood tried in vain to 
find peace officers after the shooting. 
When a telephone message was sent to 
the Sheriff's office at Clayton, @ man, 
who said he was a deputy, replied: 

“ff you go down (0 the saloon, you'll 
probably find a deputy or a constable.

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Witnesses to Pathetic Court 
Scene Give Money to Penni- 
less Prisoner. 








Frank Moulder, dressed in a thin sum- 
mer suit and without an overcoat, with 
trembling lips and streaming eyes, in 
the City Hall Police Court Saturday 
confessed to stealing a sack of coal 
from the yard of the Missouri and IIli- 
nois Coal Co. 

He was not only not fined by Judge 
Tracy, but was sent away with kind 
words and sundry small coins pressed 
into his hand by sympathetic court at- 
taches, policemen and others who had 
heard his story. a 

The strangest part of it was that the 
police sergeant at the Manchester Po- 
fe Station allowed Khim to take the 
purloined coal home with him. 

Moulder told the Court that he had 
taken the coal to keep his family, con- 
sisting of his wife and two children, 
from freezing. Policeman Boyce, who 
arrested him, said tha‘ he had gone to 
Moulder’s home, a room in the basement 
at 107 North Channing avenue, and 
found the family in extremely destitute 
circumstatr.ces. 

Moulder is a carpenter and has had 
no work since Christmas. He said that 
he had applied to a charitable asso- 
ciation for help, but had received little. 
It was a question whether his children 
would freeze or ‘“‘borrow coal from the 
coal company. 

“TIT intended to go '» them and pay for 
the coal I took when I got work, but 
I couldn't sit there in the house and 
see my childrey shivering and crying,” 
he said. 

Judge Tracy, in discharging him, 
warned him against trespassing upon 
the property of others and wished him 
better luck.

The dead man, in a casket of steel 
and mahogany, was interred beside the 
graves of his three brothers, all of 
whom died of bullet wounds inflicted by 
opposing feudists. 

Mourners Follow Cars, 

The funeral cortege was a unique 
spectacle. The body was taken across 
the bridge at the bend of the river and 
placed upon a push car and rolled down 
the tracks of the Lexington & Eastern 
Railroad for half a mile. Then it was 
transferred to a push car on the narrow 
gauge road of a lumber company and 
rolled nearly a mile more, crossing the 
river again to the Panhandle side. From 
there it was carried about 60@ vards to 
the grave. 

The attendants walked, forming a pro- 
cession behind the push cars. There is 
ro hearse in the town. Neither is there 
an undertaker in the region. 

Beach Hargis, the murderer, was per- 
mitted to view the. body of his father 
before it was taken from the house. He 
was greatly overcome and fell on his 
knees and said: ‘Lord, have mercy.” 

He was returned to the gloomy 
Breathitt County Jail, just about the 
hour that the body of his father was be- 
fiag taken from ‘the house and did not 
see the procession as it started on its 
way. Later he was taken to court. 

Son to Plead Self-Defense. 

The young patricide choked before 
Judge Talubee in the courtroom when 
he was arraigned for his preliminary 
examination and was unable to speak. 
He looked around the glaring crowd, all 
of whom he knew, for a friendly recoxg- 
nition. None gave him a greeting. The 
Judge remanded him to Jail without 
bond. No one will be allowed to see 
him. 

Young Hargis will plead self-defense. 
He will swear that his father had 
choked him to his knees when he fired 
the fata! shots.

Mr. Kerens charged in ais _ petition 
that his wife insisted that he transfer 
to her their handsome mansion at 3852 
Linde'l boulevard, until he finally con- 
sented; that she contracted large debts 
through ‘pitra vagance, and that’ she ém- | 
ployed private detectives to ‘‘shadow’’

Mrs. Kerens was in New York when 
intention of filing a cross-bill, and said 
the suit was filed.

DILL AT WIFE'S INQUEST 
DENIES SUICIDE PACT 


Tells of Supper Before Both Were 
Taken Sick—Butcher on 
Stand. 


The testimony in 
the death of Mrs. EB. Raymond Dill 
was resumed before Coroner Baron 
Saturday morning, and after hearing 
the evidence of the husband, was 
postponed until Monday morning at 9 
o'clock. 

The first witness 
Charles Haag, 5471 St. Louis avenue, 
the butcher from whom pork chops, 
eaten on the night before her death, 
were purchased by Mrs. Dill. Hé said 
the chops were perfectly fresh and 
had been sold to other customers in 
the neighborhood without injury to 
them, and that his business had been 
greatiy injured by the published re- 
ports that Mrs. Dill had probably 
died from eating them. 

When Dill. was called to the wit- 
ness chair he was told that he could 
make a statement if he wished. but 
that he was not compelled to. 

“T wish to make a statement.” 
said. 

“When I went home Tuesday night 
my wife had porkchops in the house 
for supper and I went out and bought 
cheese and ham. We had porkchops, 
cheese and bread and butter for supper. 
We did not eat any of the nam. 

“Before going to bed my wife asked 
me to get her some whisky. I got her a 
small quantity which she drank and 
went to bed. About 1 o’clock I awoke 
very sick. “I became insensible again 
I couldn't get out of bed. unt’l 
I heard my father calling me and by 
Great effort got up and let him in. 

“I noticed then a white froth on my 
wife's lips and called my father’s at- 
tention to it. He called the doctor. who 
called a policeman. I never had a 
thought of committing suicide, and I 
don’t believe my wife had. We had no 
suicide pact between us,"’

Employers Do Not Believe 
New Policies Will Be Ac- 
ceptable to Union. 





A cut in journeymen plumbers’ wages 
from $5.70 to $% a day is the most im- 
portant feature of a new set of 16 rules 
adopted by the Association of Master 
Plumbers of St. Louis and posted in 
nearly al) the plumbing shops in St. 
Louis Saturday. 

Another feature of the rules is that 
journeymen who work overtime shall 
receive only one and one-half times the 
customary pay for such work instead 
of double pay as formerly. 

The rules further provide that no- 
body shall interrupt or interfere with 
journeymen plumbers while they are at 
work. ‘Chis is construed to refer to the 
“walking delegate’ of the journeymen 
plumbers’ union. 

Will Use Any Machinery. 

Another regulation adopted is that 
hereafter the master plumbers will use 
any machinery that they may like to 
quicken their work and they will use 
any kind of material they choose, ex- 
cept prison-made goods. Formerly they 
have not used machinery that the jour- 
neymen's unton objected to, it appears, 
and they did not use materials that had 
been ‘‘boycotted.”’ 

The rules also provide that the jour- 
neymen shall.be paid their wages at 
the ‘‘shops.’’ Formerly they have been 
paid in some cases on “‘the work.’’ The 
rules further stipulate that the master 
plumbers will not pay carfare for the 
journeymen in going to and from ‘“‘jobs’’ 
in St. Louis. 

Men Discuss Rules. 

The new rules also have a provision 
that any loss in material occasioned by 
the workman's carelessness shall be de- 
ducted from his salary. 

A copy of the new rules was served 
on the journeymen Friday night and 
discussed at their meeting. They have 
not yet said what they will do, but 
master plumbers think the employes 
may reject them. 

A master plumber told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday that only 6 of 
the 500 union journeymen plumbers in 
St. Louis are now working. 


Wage Scales Increased. 
The wage scale was $5 a day until last 


summer, when $6 was demanded. A 
compromise was agreed on at $5.30 until 
Feb. 1, 1908, and $5.70 from that time 
on. The master plumbers kept their 
promise to pay $5.70 beginning Feb. 1 
but a few weeks at that rate resulted 
in the 16 new rules.

WHETHER ROOSEVELT WAS

Neutral as to Senatorship. 

‘In reference to the senatorial con- 
test," said Mr. Cowherd, ‘‘my attitude 
will be one of strict neutrality. 

“I have friends among the so-called 
Folk supporters and a number of Sen- 
ator Stone’s followers are equally favor- 
able to my candidacy. 

‘IT could name half a dozen counties 
where Gov. Folk’s followers are for me 
and vice versa in the case of Senator 
Stone.”’ 

“Ts it true,”” Mr. Cowherd was asked, 
“that a majority of Senator Stone’s po- 
litical associates urged you for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination?”

Friends in Dockery Crowd,

In my remarks on 
that occasion I said that corruption was 
not an issue; that 99 per cent of. the peo- 
ple were honest and as between honesty 
and dishonesty the Democratic party ‘ef 
Missouri had but one choice. 

“I don’t think there is anything in 
my whole record to show that I ever 
have personally attacked any Democrat. 
It is better to leave that job to the Re- 
publicans.”’

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TWO AGITATORS IN CONFLICT. 

Within one wéek two distinguished and pow- 
erful men attacked the evil of stock gambling. 
A comparison of their remarks shows that they 
view it from different standpoints and base their 
conclusions upon alleged facts which do not 
harmonize. 

Not to go into the matter too deeply, it will be 
of interest to examine the two delivérances with 
respect to the ideas entertained by their auth- 
ors as to the nature of the business which is 
carried on in Wall street: 

ROOSEVELT. 

The great bulk of the 
business handled on the 
exchanges is not only 
legitimate, but is nee- 
esanty to the working 
of our modern tndustri- 
al system, and extreme 
care would have to be 
taken not to interfere 
with this business in 
doing away with the 
bucket-shop type of op- 
eration. — President's 
Special Message, Jan. 
$1. 
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BRYAN. 


It has been asserted 
without denial that 99 
per cent of the New 
York purchases and 
sales Of stocks and pro- 
duce are merely bets 
upon the market value, 
with no intention on 
the part of the vender 
to dcliver or on the 
part of the purchaser 
te receive. This is not 
business; it is not com- 
merce; it is not specu- 
lation; it is common, 
vulgar gambling.—Mr. 
Bryan's speech, Feb. 4. 


Theré need not be any doubt about the evils of 
stock jobbing and stock speculation. Neither 
Mr. Roosevelt nor Mr. Bryan discovered them. 
They have existed for many generations, and 
unless they shall be intelligently and accurately 
assailed they are bound to continue for many 
generations to come. 

In their recent attacks upon Wall street both 
the President and the man who hopes to, be 
President involved themselves in egregious ex- 
aggerations. As it is not to be assumed that 
either was guilty of intentional misrepresenta- 
tion, the only inference is that both are ignorant, 
and we may depend upon it that ignorance never 
will vanquish a deep-seated wrong. 

The President’s assertion that “the great bulk 
of the business transacted on the exchanges is 
not only ltgitimate but necessary”-is as wide of 
the truth as Mr. Bryan’s repetition of somebody’s 
statement that “99 per cent of the New York 
purchases and sales of stocks and produce are 
merely bets upon the market.” 


No one familiar with the transactions of the 


great exchanges could have madeeither of these 
errors. The mistake into which the Presi- 
dent has fallen really nullifies all that he says. 
If the “great bulk” of the business that he con- 
demns is legitimate it should not be harshly criti- 
cised, for that is as much as can be said in favor 
of any business, religious or secular. If, on the 
other hand, all but 1 per cent of it is mere gam- 
bling, as Mr. Bryan says, it should be and it 
would be closed out by the police. 

It is perhaps too much to expect that our sen- 
sational mentors should compare notes when they 
synchronize in their attacks upon well-known 
wrongs, but we believe that the people to whom 
they make their excited and inciting appeals have 


a right to insist that they at least come within | 


speaking distance of the facts. 

We cannot hope to punish and prevent the no- 
torious crimes of stock gambling if two of the 
most conspicuous agitators of the day involve 
them inextricably with legitimate business, the 
one understating the wrong as grotesquely as 
the other overstates it. 


A SOCIAL AND STATE OCCASION.

Miles. It was Mr. Miles’ first appearance at a 
public function since the late unpleasantness 
when a cable car ran over him.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8—The Evening 
Post, in its financial issue says: ‘‘De- 
tpite the additional weekly statements 
given out today for the first time to 
thow the condition of the city’s banking 
institutions, interest converged on ‘the 
average statement’ in the old time form, 
because that gave basis for compari- 
sons.’ 

“As a matter of fact, however, the 
néw afrangement upset all bases of 
Comparison. It has been known all the 
week that the trust companies, which 
bad to come into the light with the 
few arrangement, had been taking cash 
from the banks to make a favorable 
showing. Therefore tne $10,900,000 cash 
less .reported by the clearing house 
banks means little or nothing, and the 
$10,600,000 decrease in surplus reserve is 
equally useless as a reflection of the 
situation, 

Next: week intelligible comparisons 
Will be possible. The actual fact is that 
the position of financial institutions is 
Stronger than ‘it was last ‘Saturday. 

“Without any particular cause, today’s 
stock market developed weakness al- 
most from the moment of opening. Dur- 
ing the two hours’ trading the market 
was fairly active, with losses running 
to a point or more in numerous stocks, 
and beyond that in Reading, Union Pa- 
cific and Great Northern. There were 
manifest signs of liquidation of some 
-@onsiderable holdings. 

“This week's check to the down- 
Ward movement of money rates, both 
here and abroad, leaves the market 


in shape where its next movement 
Will give some indication of the real 
trend of events in finance and in- 
dustry.
